indicated, and the Board of course desires to adjiist to your 
needs as to the timing of yoiir report. I wish to ooint out 
however, that the annual reporting procedure does not 
contemplate, as suggested in your Jul’^ 9 letter the 
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intervenlnf; step of your equating the State-Defense-CI\ 
reports. Further, the lnfonn.atlon specified by the Board 
for Inclusion In ohe annurSl -reports was not inteir.ried as a 
substitute for surveys conducted by the Dlreotoa’ of Central 
Intolllgence for purposes of lenrnri >; coord J.natlC'-i arid 
guidance to the over-all foreign intelligence errort, 

T?he outline and scope of the annual rejrorts renuested 
by the Board are designed prlraarily to elicit, directly from 
officials and agencies concerned, the kind of information 
required by the Board to carry out Its assigned resronsibllity 
for making Independent assessments and recommencaticns to the 
President concerning the objectives and conduct of C, S, 
foreign intelligence and related activities, E>oerience has 
demonstrated the advisability of utilizing the annual reports 
as direct channels of information to the Board from the 
responsible agencies. In order that the Board may be in a 
position to arrive at objective appraisals of sublect matters 
reviewed on behalf of the President. 

Accordingly, If you find It possible to forward yoiir 
annual report on coordination of the intelligence effort 
on October 1. this will provide the Board a useful opportunity 
to review It in conjunction with the -’sports submitted by 
State, Defense and CIA at that time. 

The Board appreciates the high degree of sensitivity 
attaching to the several reports which will be forthcoming 
from you and from the Secretaries of State and Defense. 

In keeping with the President's Executive Order these 
reports, like all other classified data received by the Board, 
will be afforded requisite security protection. The annual 
reports will not be circulated outside the Board, 

I am available at any time, as Is Mr, Coyne, to discuss 
these reporting matters or any ether intel.llgence-related 
subjects concerning wlilch we may be helpful to you.
